REMARKS 

Claims 5-9 are pending in the application. 

Claims 5-9 stand rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness- 
type double patenting as being unpatentable over U.S. Patent No. 6,403,429 and U.S. 
Patent No. 6,300,204. 

Regarding the obviousness-type double patenting rejection, the Examiner is 
respectfully reminded that as the MPEP states, 35 U.S.C. §121 authorizes the
